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Stalingrad Battered; Revive 2nd Front Talk 


Nazis Press To 
Within 12 Miles 
Of City's Center 


MOSCOW, Sept. 1 7—(UP—A po werful Nazi army , de­ 
scribed as “ fig hting like dev ils,” battered into the no rthwest 
o utskirts o f Staling rad to day , but the Red army made plain 
its intentio n to fig ht ho use by ho use, street by street and 
pillbo x by pillbo x to the last defender befo re relinquishing 
the Vo lg a riv er city . 
The assault o n the no rthwest o utskirts o f Staling rad 
carried the Nazis to within 9 to 1 2 miles o f the center o f the 
city . It was repo rted that o ut o f a to tal German assault 
army o f po ssibly 1 ,000,000 men so me 45 0 ,0 0 0 tro o ps were 
hammering at the narro w no rthwest fro nt. 
Desp ite the slow Nazi advan ce

in to Stalin g rad, the Red arm y or­ 
g an , Red Star, p u blished an il­ 
lu min atin g disp atch on “the in ­ 
tern al defen se of in vested cities" 
which made p lain its in ten tion to 
fig ht for Stalin g rad to the last.

The German s after makin g the 
p en etration on a n orthwestern sec­ 
tor, established themselves in the 
basemen ts an d g arrets of bu ildin g s 
still stan din g an d tried to halt the 
Soviet cou n ter-attack.

ARREST GERMAN

H. C. Van Pelt, assistant special 
FBI agent h ere, announced coin­ 
cidentally weapons and contra­ 
band already seized from enemy 
aliens in California constituted “a 
large portion of such material seiz­ 
ed th rough out th e United States.” 
FOLLOWS VIOLATIONS 
Van Pelt said th e drive follow­ 
ed “flagrant and persistent” viola­ 
tions of th e alien curfew laws. 
Th ere h ad been “many cases of 
gross negligence and wilful dis­ 
regard of both curfew and travel 
regulations,” Van Pelt said. 
“Enemy aliens violating th ese 
regulations are subject to immedi­ 
ate appreh ension and internment,” 
h e warned. Th e raids, wh ich start­ 
ed last nigh t, were conducted in 
cities and towns in 23 North ern 
California counties. 
NAB 1204 ALIENS 
Between Dec. 7 and Sept. 15,

aliens in North ern California as 
violators of th e curfew proclama­ 
tions, for traveling bey ond pre­ 
scribed limits, h aving contraband 
or violating oth er rules.

He told the special House com­ 
mittee on defense migration that 
“we’re nearer rolling today than 
ever b efore.” 
“By Jan. 1 the articles we must 
have will b e as well scheduled as 
possib le,” he said, “b ut that means 
scheduling practically everything 
in the United States—for armed 
services, for lend-lease and for 
civilians.” 
Production, Nelson said, is lim­ 
ited b y the supply of raw mater­ 
ials. 
Shipping and other factors may 
change the picture overnight,” he 
said. 
"Ours is the most gigantic 
job of scheduling ever attempted.” 
Nelson mentioned the prob lem 
of deciding whether larger cargo 
planes than now in production 
should b e scheduled and said the 
decision depended on whether the 
chiefs of staff considered them 
more urgent than other types of 
airplanes. 
"I want to go ahead and b uild 
some of these larger planes,” he 
said, “and we’re working on that 
prob lem now.”

N E W DIFFICULTIES OF BUSINESS 


Here are a few new difficulties that make it 
more difficult for business to operate than in 
i the past. 
Business now cannot determine its labor costs 
because the w ar board can arbitrarily increase 
wages and m ake them retroactive. 
Business now 
cannot 
figure costs 
because 
they have no way of knowing how much gradu­ 
ated tax the government will add to the cost of 
doing business. While there has been some diffi­ 
culty with this law in the past, it is now even 
worse than it has ever been in the past because 
the new proposed law is being passed later than 
usual and it would tax businesses whose fiscal 
y ears have already ended before the tax law 
went into effect. This is different from previous 
revenue bills. 
A nother difficulty that business faces is not 
knowing w hat price ceilings will be put on their 
products. This is something that they never had 
to reckon with before in determining w hether or 


They Did 


On July Fourth the United Stales celebrates 
the Declaration of Independence—-a declaration 
that would, have been futile and meaningless with­ 
out the in heren t authority of the Constitution 
of the United States. 
Each 
September union members 
celebrate 
Labor Day —a day that could never have come 
into existence without power of the Constitution. 
Throughout the y ear there is one observance 
after another that has captured the fancy of the 
people—y et none of these observances or holiday s 
would have come into being had there not been 
a Constitution. 
To true Americans, the original Constitution 
and the amendments that constitute the Bill of 
Rights need no praise. “W e hold these truths to 
be self-evident" and for this reason there should 
be nc necessity of calling the atten tion of Amer­ 
icans to the date of September 17, 1787 
This public notice of Constitution Day is not 
made in praise of that great document. It is to 
urge Americans to once again look deep into the 
words of the 
fram ers of the Constitution, to 
study well the meaning of the words, to once 
again renew from the inexhaustible fountain of 
truth found in the document the belief in the 
powers of right and the fundam ental rights of 
all men. 


THE lORKTOYVN 
The loss of a ship of the class of the aircraft 
carrier Yorktown can only bring sorrow and re­ 
gret to Americans. That the giant craft was lost 
in a battle in which the United States was vic­ 
torious reflects credit to her commander and to 
the men who manned her. 
Such a loss, unless there is profit in the les­ 
son it taught, might easily be a heavy blow to 
the morale of the fighting men as well as to the 
civilian population. It would appear that the 
lesson is clear and easy to understand—without 
m astery of the skies overhead no ship is safe 
from enemy aircraft. 
While it was a submarine that fired the two 
torpedoes th at sent the Yorktown to the bottom, 
it was aircraft that so crippled the ship that it 
was an easy prey to the pig-boat. 
The Navy communique on the battle in which 
the carrier was sunk is a clear illustration of 
values. The Navy said the Yorktown was first 
attacked by 36 enemy planes. Eleven of 18 Jap a­ 
nese bombers in the group were shot down by 
defending fighters before they could drop bombs. 


Besides these difficulties, practically no busi­ 
ness is able to tell what the bureaucrats will rule 
j as un fair labor practice. Under the W agn er Law, 
business is n et perm itted to choose between two 
! workers in favor of the man who will make 
con tract and live up to it as again st a man who 
belonged to a union and would make no binding 
contract. 
No business man doing business w ith the gov^ 
em in en t can know for three y ears after the end 
of the w ar w hether the government will renego 
tiate the con tract and reduce what he thought 
was profits. He is helpless un der the law to sta rt 
action to recover profits if the government does 
not volun tarily consent to his suit being filed. 
It is time the working man and the voter in 
general came to have a better understanding of 
the difficulties facing private enterprise so th at 
we m ay have these laws amended or repealed, 
so that we may again return to a government 
that is willing to m ake a con tract and live up to 
it and a government that treats all people equally 
before the law. 


industries. The new ruling is th a t the individual 
is not a free agent to choose his work and seek 
w hat is best in his own interest. He is an indus­ 
trial unit in the w ar economy , and m ust surren ­ 
der his liberty to the needs of his country . He 
is told that the Englishman has subm itted to 
this. He doesn’t need to be told th at the German 
and Italian workmen subm itted 
un der duress 
long ago. 
The civilian subjected to a rule ty ing him to a 
job artd objecting to it is confronted by his fellow 
who has been taken into the armed services to 
risk his life and miss all the opportunities of 
w artim e pay rolls. T hat man cannot be kept out 
of the issue. His is the great sacrifice—the g reat­ 
est loss of choice, of self-direction, 
and self- 
interest. But, when every consideration has been 
taken into account, it remains a new experience 
for the American individual to have the govern­ 
ment dictate where he shall work, and at w hat 
wages, forbidding him to take any other work at 
any other wage. 
Property is accustomed to this. The in tim a­ 
tions of w hat might be expected in w’a r were 
given in time of peace. The coils of constriction 
were about private en terprise before Dec. 7, 19 41, 
and before Sept. 1, 19 39 . The private en terpriser 
found he was en tering ever narrowing roads. He 
came to more and more control stations. His 
initiative was reduced. His risks were increased. 
His costs were multiplied. 
Labor may have thought it could not be in­ 
jured by this lim itation of liberty for private 
capital and private enterprise, that it had every ­ 
thing to gain and nothing to lose in the substitu- 
tion of governm ent control for free business. The

have doubled. And y et the Presi­ 
dent is telling us that this 10 


’per cent is what stands between 
us and escape from ruinous in­ 
flation. And for this he blames 
Congress. For it he has gone to 
the country over their shoulders 
for w hat seems to be a purpose 
to compel them to submit to his 
wishes. 
Assuming 
th a t 
he 
sincerely 
believes that Congress is obstruc­ 
ting a needed control of prices 
by insisting on this trifling gain 
for farmers, it is obvious th at 
he is inconsistent. For he himself 
has asked and got from Congress 
the right 
to in stitute a 
much 
greater inflation. This was the 
right to buy gold a t prices up to 
double its then existing coinage 
value. And he has bought gold at 
$35 an ounce which is around 
$15 an ounce above such coinage 
value until we have 70 per cent 
of the world supply of gold. Like­ 
wise the Congress authorized him 
to buy silver a t sim ilar inflated 
prices and he has bought huge 
amounts of this m etal at such 
prices. 
He has asked and gotten auth- 
Drity from Congress to pay time 
and a half for overtime. He has 
gotten laws from Congress that 
make it possible for the bosses 
of union labor to collect huge 
sums from labor itself in union 
dues, initiation 
fees, 
and fines, 
all of which adds to the cost of 
living which am ounts to inflation. 
This latest attack on a branch 
of our government tends to les­ 
sen our confidence in the Con­ 
gress, thereby reducing its power. 
And 
on a form er 
occasion he 
made a sim ilar attack upon our 
Supreme Court which lessened our 
respect for it and reduced its 
power. 
Thus it is th a t we seem to 
have lost our ability to govern 
ourselves. The representatives we 
elect to Congress are incompet­ 
ent, if not worse, he tells us. 
Our court was the tool of the 
reaction ary forces that obstructed 
progress. 
The 
s a m e Congress 
that is holding the way clear for 
runaway inflation by holding out 
for a 10 per cent gain for farm ­ 
ers over a 30 y ear period has 
appropriated and placed at the 
Presiden t’s disposal, to spend at 
his own discretion billions upon 
billions more than the combined 
total th a t other Congresses have 
appropriated to be used by all 
form er presidents, both for peace 
time and w ar purposes. Therefore 
it seems that the President is 
inconsistent 
in his present 
de­ 
mands 
upon 
Congress. 
It 
also 
seems th at he is tearin g up the 
foundations of this democracy of 
ours which he professes to hold 
of the highest worth. 
For a democracy as Jefferson 
defines it, consists of a govern­ 
m ent controlled by 
its citizens 
who 
best 
understand 
how 
to 
govern when the government is 
local; th a t is, reposed in their 
cities, counties and states. And 
the founders of our government 
had learn ed by a century and a 
half of colonial experience th at 
governm ent imposed on 
t h e m 
from a distan t capital was-oppres- 
sive. They sought to preserve our 
liberty and the stability of our 
country by a distribution of su­ 
preme power. And the instrum ent 
for such purposes are the President, 
the Congress, and the Courts. Yet 
the Presiden t already has w eak­ 
ened the court, and filled it with 
his own partisan s; he has written, 
or somehow imposed upon the 
Congress most of our major legis­ 
lation during his en tire incum­ 
bency .

Only Four Freedoms ? 
Presiden t Green of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor has of­ 
fered an amendment to the Four 
Freedoms. 
It is “the freedom of 
workers in every land to join 
free and democratic labor unions 
of their own choice.” 
The am endment is a good one. 
If we are going to guarantee with 
our life’s blood any of the Four 
Freedoms to all men every where, 
the right to join labor 
should be included. 
Mr. Kaiser, the miracle man of 
ships, also suggests a fifth free­ 
dom,—freedom to produce. 
This, 
too, seems like a good^amendment. 
In fact, one begins to wonder why 
President Roosevelt came out in 
favor of Liberty , Limited. 
Free­ 
dom is an absolute. 
Its 
on l y 
boundary is the right of others to 
an equal freedom. 
But this, in 
fact, is n ot a lim itation of liberty . 
It is an extension. 
Except for it, 
only the stron g could be free. 
The four freedoms listed by the 
President are great and im portant 
ones, but they are only small frac­ 
tions of the concept of liberty 
itself. 
There are others equally 
im portant. 
Omitted is freedom of en ter­ 
prise, 
freedom to choose one’s 
occupation, to leave the farm for 
the city or vice versa, to quit one 
job and seek another, to do what 
one likes to do. 
Opposed to this 
is the fascist notion th at the 
State, i.e. the politicians in power, 
may “fix the workers to the soil,” 
decide th a t there are too many 
farmers, or laborers, or machin­ 
ists, or beauty shoppes. 
Under 
that sy stem y ou do w hat the said 
politicians tell y ou to, w here they 
tell y ou, when, for what, 
a n d 
don’t talk back. 
Missing among the Four Free­ 
doms is the right of a man to the 
fruit of his own toil, the right of 
a worker to more than the shirk­ 
er, the bee more than the drone. 
If "freedom from w an t” means 
only that the said politicians will 
force the industrious to share up 
with the lazy in order th at the 
bums vote for the politicians, it 
is a self-defeating 
p r o g r a m . 
R ather than toil only th a t others 
may reap, the Kulaks in Russia 
killed off their cattle rath er than 
see them confiscated. 
History is 
full of such examples. 
Although government, like an 
insurance company , can alleviate 
tem porary distress, 
n o 
govern­ 
ment can perm anently guarantee 
its people, or the people of dis­ 
tan t continents, against want. The 
only guaran tee against want is 
work—production. In stead of tax­ 
ing producers to the point of dis­ 
couragement, or entangling them 
in the sticky fly paper of bureau­ 
cratic regim entation, or going into 
business and competing against 
them, the Government should give 
those who have elbow grease the 
assurance th a t if they sow, they 
may also reap. 
Missing also is the right to 
work w ithout pay ing tribute to 
any one. 
Missing too, is the right 
to compete, 
to offer a better 
article 
a t a lower price. 
In ­ 
stead of a competitive enterprise 
sy stem, we are moving toward 
national an d international cartels, 
managed by politicians, which will 
hold the um brella of government 
protection over inefficiency and 
senility provided it has a pull in 
politics. 
And where is the freedom to 
criticize 
gov ernment, 
or 
v ote 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17— If it 
is scrap steel we are wanting 
Mr. President, and not old rust 
ed iron and chicken 
wire 
and 
broken screwdriv ers 
but 
good 
liv e steel, there is a depost of it 
amounting to may be as much as 
300,000 tons, serv ing no necessary 
purpose, in the form of automo 
bile bumpers, 
which 
probably 
could be had for little more than 
the mere asking and the work of 
collection. These bumpers 
each 
weigh from around 10 pounds to 
as much as 25 pounds and there 
are two on ev ery one of the 28 
million passenger automobiles in 
the United States. These figures 
come from the man who used to 
be my own automobile monger, 
an old hand at the trade, 
who 
naturally is up on the number of 
cars a-rolling at any giv en time 
on the streets and highway s of 
the country . 
At this 
time, 
of 
course, many of them are up on 
blocks or, any way , retired, but 
for the purpose of this discussion 
may be counted among the 28 
million, rolling or not, because 
they all carry two bumpers, fore 
and aft. My old automobile mon­ 
ger say s he doesn’t see why they 
couldn’t be spared. 
Fortunately for the 
purposes 
of the collection here suggested, 
some manufacturers, and I hav e 
Chry sler in mind at the moment, 
went in for enormous bumpers 
in their last models before Pearl 
Harbor 
and 
conv ersion. 
They 
giv e a car a lot of 
sty le, 
but 
rags are roy al 
raiment 
when 
worn for freedom’s sake and the 
car 
which 
has 
sacrificed 
its 
bumpers for the scrap collection 
need feel 
no 
humiliation. 
My 
monger’s estimate of about 300,- 
000 tons of steel, and fine steel, 
too, is based on the minimum of 
10 pounds per bumper and two 
to a car, plus a little 
div idend 
from the heav ier ones. He say s he 
is being conserv ativ e, 
at 
that, 
because the av erage 
would 
be 
much heav ier than the minimum. 
There is really no necessity for 
bumpers. In a real smash they 
giv e no protection, any way , and 
are not intended to. The are in­ 
tended only to protect the fend­ 
ers, front and rear, 
in 
small 
scrapes at low speeds, and to 
prev ent damage 
to the 
grill- 
work and radiators, also at low 
speeds. Giv en Reasonably 
decent 
and conscientious driv ing and as­ 
suming that there will be much 
less driv ing from now on, any ­ 
way , and, for economy ’s sake, as 
we hav e been seeing in the 
ra­ 
tioned states of the 
east, at a 
little under 30 miles an hour, the 
bumper’s reason for being begins 
to be ain’t. Sometimes it deflects 
some clown who doesn’t 
know 
how or is too lazy to dock cor- 


rectly at the curb or on the lo 
and bangs up the car nex t to him.i 
but ev en in such cases more of 
ten the clown bunts a stov e in 
the other guy ’s fender and gets 
away , any way . 
That suggests the further in­ 
v iting idea that these 
fenders 
are pretty formidable steel them­ 
selv es and might be tossed onto 
the pile, too, because most roads 
nowaday s are pav ed and throw 
up no mud, and again we can 
reckon on the fact that both us­ 
age, or mileage, and speed will be 
cut ‘way down. In some jobs, of 
course, they are an integral part 
of the body and couldn’t be tak­ 
en out whole, although they could 
be amputated with no damage to 
the car bey ond its sy mmetry and 
resale or ev entual trading v alue. 
But if we eliminate 
all 
bump­ 
ers and most fenders, we are all" 
ev en on those points and any way , 
after this war, the automobile of 
the future will make the best of 
today ’s jobs look like a pop-To- 
ledo. Meanwhile, the 
only ques­ 
tion asked of any car will be, 
does it run? 
There is an awful lot of steel 
that could be salvaged off live 
automobiles as they stand right 
now without 
any 
sacrifice 
of 
their essential purpose 
to 
get 
people where they have to go and 
get them back. Many 
of 
them 
carry two wells in the forward 
of the 
spares, 
including 
steel 
fenders for the 
accommodation 
spare wheels and steel brackets. 
Nobody ever really needed two 
spares except on long tours in 
the desert 
and 
inasmuch 
as 
touring is out and 
considering 
the probably quick disappearance 
of the extra spare, well, there 
are may be 20 pounds 
of 
steel 
from wheel and bracket doing no 
good on each car so designed. 
If y ou thin k any thing of the 
idea, Mr. President, couldn’t y ou 
fix it so as to eleminate from 
the collection any thought th at 
the junkm an or collector would 
make a lot of money 
for 
his 
trouble in handling the job? He 
should get something, to be sure, 
for that is his line of work, and 
other civilians who do things for 
the government are paid. But it 
sours people to believe that an y ­ 
one along the line in any of these 
collections is profiteering on their 
free contributions, whereas they 
will let go gladly if they know 
it is going to the shipy ards and 
tan k plants free of any lug.

nice and try ing, mostly w ithout 
success, to stan d off the careless­ 
ness of bum drivers, and we are 
thinking about ornam ental door­

The President's speech sounded 
to all, sav e those few who can 
read the double and triple mean­ 
ings of these terms, as if he want­ 
ed to freeze farm prices where 
they are now. 
The farm bloc first rose in 
righteous anger, as if he were 
proposing to do something ev en 
more drastic to the prices. 
They 
acted as if he wanted to cut them 
down. 
The Steagall bloc in the House 
is now currently on a rampage 
against the Senate bill, pretend­ 
ing it would cut the farmer from 
what he should hav e. 
The whole controv ersy is being 
conducted in such a way to keep 
the public obliv ious of the fact 
that all their proposals — the 
President’s, 
the Senate’s, 
an d 
Steagall’s — would actually in­ 
crease current farm prices. 
You nev er find that out until 
y ou cut y our way through the 
fancy v erbiage of the controv ersy , 
and ascertain the precise effect 
t h i s 
proposed 
“ stabilization” 
would hav e on each basic com­ 
modity price now. 
The o f f i c i a l authority , the 
Bureau of Economics in the Agri­ 
culture department, will tell y ou, 
upon inquiry , that cotton was 96 
per cent of parity August 15, the 
date last computed.

Now the proposal of Mr. Roose­ 
velt, the Senate, and Mr. Steagall, 
ail are designed primarily , they 
say , to establish “parity ”.

above list th at practically every ­ 
thin g except cotton, wheat corn 
an d sheep already is above the 
goal that they profess primarily to 
seek. 
Their proposals would have the 
effect, therefore, of moving cot­ 
ton, wheat, corn and sheep up to 
parity — increasing these curren t 
prices as much as 18 per cent 
above August 15 levels in the 
case of sheep. 
As wheat, corn and cotton are 
the largest crops of the nation, 
the pending legislation is not pri­ 
m arily a price stabilization fot^ 
them, but a price increase bill, j l 
But, y ou may ask, does thiw 
legislation then mean a reduc­ 
tion in the other farm prices th a t 
are away above parity now? Oh, 
no. No prices will be cut. There 
is a second provision in all the 
proposals (one of those “an d/or’s” ) 
which say s the President m ust 
fix for the other commodities— 
n ot the parity price, not even the 
curren t price, but t h e highest 
price that has prevailed since last 
Jan uary 1. 
All gains were at their highest 
point last March, when they wrere 
at 120 per cent of parity . Cotton 
an d cottonseed were at 122 per 
cen t of parity . 
Cotton and cot­ 
tonseed were a t 159 per cent in 
May , so any of the proposals now 
pending would cause the maxi­ 
mum price to be fixed at these 
form er highest levels of the y ear. 
As a whole, the basic agreed 
term s of the legislation would in­ 
crease farm prices from 107 per 
cent, August 15, up to about 116 
per cent. 
In other words, a nine 
per cent further increase in farm 
prices will actually be the effect ! 
of this legislation, which they are 
all calling a p r i c e stabilization 
bill. 
So while the battle wages thick­ 
ly and the words stretch high 
an d long, the legislation actually 
seems to offer more comfort to 
the farmer than the housewife, or 
to the husband who pay s the 
grocery bills. 
Somehow no one 
seems ever to mention that.
